We  have  planted  pot-grown  Straw- 
berry plants  as  late  as  December,  but,  as  a 
general  rule,  the  best  results  are  obtained 
from  planting  during  July,  August,  and  Sep- 
tember. If  given  a good  rich  soil  and  care 
they  will  bear  an  abundant  crop  of  fruit  the 
folloiwing  season. 

As  soon  as  the  plants  are  received  and  un- 
packed, the  roots  should  be  given  a liberal  ap- 
plication of  water.  If  possible,  avoid  plant- 
ing on  a windy  day,  and,  under  no  considera- 
tion, leave  the  roots  exposed  to  the  wind  or 


sun — keep  them  covered  until  ready  to  plant. 
For  garden  culture,  plant  1 foot  apart,  in  rows 
ZYz  feet  apart.  For  field  culture,  plant  1 foot 
by  4 feet.  Varie- 
ties marked  (,P) 
are  imperfect  and 
require  associa- 
tion with  a perfect 
sort  to  pollenize 
their  blossoms. 

For  each  row  of 
pistillate,  or  im- 
perfect  plants, 
there  should  be 
three  rows  of  the 
staminate  (per- 
fect) varieties.
